REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art of record does not teach or suggest an unshielded data cable comprising all the 
features as recited in the claims and in combination with a non-conductive central 
core having a surface that defines a plurality of channels within which the plurality 
of twisted pairs of conductors are individually disposed (re claim 19). In addition, 
as declared by the inventor, William T. Clark, that providing a non-conductive 
central core taught by Gaeris (U.S. 5,789,71 1) into the unshielded data cable of 
Bleich (U.S. 5,576,515) would result in the modified Bleich cable being rendered 
incapable of meeting the Category 5.
